The  subject  was  the  dr 
parture  of  the  Spirit  from  King  Saul 
and  tlie  acceptance  of  the  Spirit  by 
Ihivid.  These  two  persons  were 
represented  as  ybnng  men  called,  licens¬ 
ed.  ordained,  and  installed  in  a  civil 
ministry;  and  the  parallel  was  drawn 
for  those  who  enter  a  more  general  min¬ 
istry.  We  students  were  exorted  not  to 
lose  the  Spirit  this  ottered  to  them.

The  interpretation  of  the 
prophecies  in  the  Hebrew  Scriptures  by 
the  graduating  class  under  the  guidance 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Casanowiez  oenffued  the  tirstt 
hour:  the-*  Theory  and  Practice  of  Ser 
moiiizing  under  Dr.  Knox  (M*cuj>ied  the  see. 
olid  hour;  and  Theology  under  Dr.  Sei. 
I>ert  the  third  hour. 

Alumni  and  neighloriug  clergymen 
and  some  ladies' were  present  or  interest¬ 
ed  friends  ami  spectators. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Direc¬ 
tors  in  the  utteiaioon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hriggs 
of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  llodge,  of  the  Princeton  Then, 
logical  Seminary  and  others  were  present. 

In  the  evening  a  g«xxl  congregation 
was  present,  some  of  w  hom  were  German 
friends  from  Brooklyn,  Philadelphia,  Hai¬ 
ti  more,  etc.  On  the  platform  were  the 
ltev.  Dr.  Hodge,  Drs.  Craven  and  Wil¬ 
son,  and  F.  Walcott  Jackson,  Esq.,  ot  New  ¬ 
ark,  Rev.  Mr.  Dutlield  and  others.  Pl  ay¬ 
er  was  offered  by  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Rev.  Dr.  Craven. 

The  music  was  well  rendered  by  a 
quartette  of  students  and  the  organ  was 
played  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Albrecht,  of 
Rahway.  , 

Mr.  George  F.  W.  Hartmann  deliv¬ 
ered  the  German  Oration  on  “the  Phil, 
osophicul  Reasons  for  the  Immortality 
of  the  Soul,’’  and  Mr.  Paul  H.  Schmitz 
the  English  Oration  on  the  Unity  and 
the  Division  of  the  Cliureh. 

Rev.  Dr.  Ihxlge  t<x>k  as  lii.s  subject  for 
the  annual  address,  “  Religion  in  its  re 
lat  ion  to  (jovernment  and  to  Education,  ' 
and  ended  with  a  graphic  description  ol 
the  variety  in  the  one  church  ot  Gml  and 
Hie  place  whicti  the  German  jM*ople  in 
America  and  the  German  Theological 
School  oecfipy  in  the  great  plan  of  oeele- 
siastical  society. 

Dr.  Jkxlge  sjM'aks  most  tlucntly  and 
freely,  without  notes,  with  affluence  of 
theological  and  |i|filosophieal  learning, 
but  with  ajj direct  and  imptilar  style.  His 
strong,  clear  and  illuminating  address 
was  much  enjoyed,  but  a  weak  voice  in 
the  s}M*ak(jr  jircventod  the  full  enjoyment, 
of  the  whole  discourse  by  some  in  the 
remotest  parts  of  the  audience. 

Hr.  Knox’s  address  to  the  graduates 
touclicihuli  the  three  ideals  which  the 
lass  had  had  iK'lbre  them— the  ideal  of 
i’reparafory  Education;  the  ideal  of  Life 
Work;  the  ideal  of  the  Heavenly  Life; 
tmd  the  presentation  of  the  Diplomas 
mid  the  doxology  closed  the  evening 
The  evening  exercises  were  most  credit a- 
hlo  to  the  Seminary  and  the  annual  ail- 
dress  worthy  of  the  occasion  and  the 
high  objects  •*!’  the  institution.

Wednesday,  June  24th.  the  day  set 
apart  for  the  annual  visit  of  the  children 
of  the  Newark  Orphan  Asylum  to  Hloom- 
tield,  under  the  auspiecsol’thc  Hloomtield 
Auxiliary  Society,  was  well  observed. 
Eighty-two  children,  with  their  attend¬ 
ants,  and  memliers  ofl he  Newark  Board, 
were  present,  as  well  as  home  friends. 

The  weather  proved  everything  that 
could  lie  desired.  As  the  horses  came  up 
thcjfcmv  path  of  the  canal  to  the  grove, 
decked  with  flags  aud  gay  trappings,  they 
stepp'd  along  ns  if  infused  with  the  spirit 
of  good  works,  and  glad  tu.  take  part  in 
making  others  happy.  The  boat  tilled 
with  bright  luippyffaeed  children  in  neat 
attire  next  appeared;  their  faces  seemed 
to  grow  brighter  and  brighter  as  they 
drew  nearer,  until  they  shone  with  joy  as 
th.'y  stepped  on  shore,  so  glad  once  more 
to  breathe  fragrant  country  air,  and  play 
in  the  fields  tilled  with  the  flowers  of  God’s 
own  planting  and  painting.  It  was  a 
sight  ever  to  Ik*  remembered. 

The  many  busy  fingers' of  the  laiftes 
promptest  t>y  their  love  for  the  fatherless 
and  motherless  little  ones,  had  prepared 
a  generous  collation  for  thorn;  their  open 
air  treats  are  very  rare,  in  fact  this  is 
the  rarr  one.  To  say  justice  was  done 
to  the  least  by  hungry  children  on  such 
an  occasion  would  lie  but  a  leeble  ex¬ 
pression  as  the  fragments  proved.  Each 
child  had  a  lioquct  of  flowers  laid  beside 
its  plate  which  added  much  to  their 
pleasure. 

The  whole  affair  was  a  great  success  : 
and  every  heart  there  interested  in  the 
gixxl  work  was  tilled  with  gratitude  and 
praise  to  “God  from  whom  all  blessings 
flow."
